Washinc.ion. Auj;. ,13. — The peace 
protocal was sijrned at 4:’?3 p.m., I'ri- 
dav* by the representatives of Spain 
and the United States. 

The examination of the protocol wa.s 
satisfactor\* and the document was 
handed to M. Cambon first and then to 
Secretary Da\* who affixed siernatures 
in that order to each side of the two 
copies. Then the last detail in makinj; 
the iirotocol binding’ was administered 
by Assistant Secretary Cridler, in 
charg-e of the chancery work who at- 
tached the seal of the United States. 
Throughout the ceremon3' all but 
the two signers remained standing’. 
M. Cambon in sig’ning for Spain 
occupied the seat which Secre- 
tar}*^ of the Navy Long, now 
away on a vacation, usually occupied. 
The president stood at the left hand 
corner at the head of the great cabinet 
table. Secretarv’ Da}*, M. Thiebaut 
and M. Cambon in the order named on 
the left side of the table. The rest of 
the part}* were standing in other por- 
tions of the room. . No cre- 
tientials were produced during 
the meeting at the white hou.se 
the president accepting Secretary 
l>£3*‘s assurance that this had been .set- 
tled to his satisfaction at the state de- 
partment, It was 4:’i3 o'clock when 
the final signatures were attached to 
the protocol and with the knowledge 
of all the officials present. This wa.s the 
first time that a protocol or treat}* had 
been signed at the white house, As this 
feremony concluded. Acting Secretary 
Alien, of the navy. Secretary Alger 
and Adjt. Gen. Corbin appeared, hav- 
ing* been summoned to the white hou.se 
by the president, and they were ad- 
mitted into the cabinet room just in 
season to witness one of the most im- 
pressive features cf the ceremony when 
tiie president requested the hand of 
the ambassador and through him re- 
turned lhank.s to the sister republic of 
France for the exercise of her good 
offices in bringing about peace. He 
iilso tlianked the ambassador person- 
ally for the important part he lias 
played in this matter and the latter re- 
plied in suitable terms. As a further 
mark of his disposition. President Mc- 
Kinley called for the proclamation 
which he liad caused to be d.rawn up 
suspending liosfilities and signed it 
in the presence of M. Cambon who 
expressed iiis appreciation of the ac- 
tion. 

^Vilhoat dclav* .\cting Secretary Al- 
len liastened to the telephone aud di- 
rected that cable messages be immedi- 
ately .sent to all the naval commanders, 
Dewey in the I'hilippines, Sampson at 
Guantanamo, and the various com- 
mandants at navy yards and stations 
to cease hostilitie.s immediately. 

There is a di.spatch boat at Hong 
Kong, and it is believed that it can 
reach Gen. Merritt in 48 hours at top 
speed. On the part of the army, while 
Secretary Alger availed of the tele- 
graph, -\djt. Gen. Corbin braved the 
storm and rushed across to tiie war 
department, where he immediately is- 
sued ortiers, which had l>een prepared 
in advance, to all of the military com- 
manders to cease their operations. 

The state department filled its duty 
by notifying all diplomatic and con- 
sular agents of the action taken. 

All the formalities having been di.s- 
posed of the president spent a half hour 
chatting with those present, and then at 
4:58, the rain still continuing in force, 
the ambassador and his secretary en- 
tered their carriage and were driven 
to the embassy.

Miles 
in communication with the 
authority in Porto Rico for the 
purpose of having Spanish forces turn 
over .'^an .Inan and other points to him 
preparatory to evacuation. Owing to 
conditions in Cuba the orders to Gen 
Sliafter to be sent hereafter will be 
much different than those to other gen- 
erala The navy department is also pre- 
paring orders to all commanders on 
lines similar to the war department 
order. 

At 1’2:30 o'clock the French ambassa- 
dor received a dispatch givinghhn full 
authorization to sign the protocol. 
The dispatch was rather long and its 
deciphering took .some time. 

An olficial statement for press publi- 
cations .setting out the provisions of 
the peace protocol was read and ap- 
proved at the cabinet session Friday. 
It does not give the text of the docu- 
ment but details its main points and 
provision.s. The protocol is a reitera- 
tion of the terms of the note given to 
Spain, with very little difference in 
tiiC language of those terms, though 
witli considerable supplementary par- 
agraphs of an administrative nature. 
The most substantial difference is in 
regard to the evacuation of captured 
territory. Tlie note handed to Ambassa- 
dor ('arabou calls for immediate evacua- 
tion of Cuba and Porto Rico, while 
the protocol leaves the time of ev*acu- 
ation to be subsequently determined 
uDon. tlie de.sign being to have the 
date of '.vithdrawal left to be fi.xed by 
joint military commission of the 
United States and Spain. The portion 
of the protocol supplementary to what 
is embodied in the note relates prin- 
cipally to the manner of execution of 
the provisions of the protocol. 

The protocol provides for two com- 
missions. first, the peace commission, 
which will meet in Paris, and .second, 
the military commission, which will 
meet in Havana probably within 15 
days. The military commission will be 
created immediately on the signing of 
the protocol. Its duties will be of 
great importance. It will settle the 
details of the evacuation of the Span- 
ish armies from the West Indies and 
will decide all questions relative to 
the removal of submarine mines, the 
immediate relinquishment to the 
United States of the great fortres.ses at 
Havana, San Juan and other points 
and the transfer of pos.session of Ma- 
nila City it.self.

War Ships Will Be Overhauled. 



'They Will Be Pot in the Pink of Perfco* 
tlon.— Authorities Acting on the Prin* 
oipie That the Armistice Might 
Kitd in Renewed Hostilities. 



Delegates From Sairador. Honduras and 
Nicaragua Meet to Organize United 
States of Central America. 



Washington, Aug. 15. — With peace 
proclaimed all the energies of the mil- 
itary and naval establishments Satur- 
day were directed into peaceful chan- 
nels. The sudden change from war to 
peace was manifest at the war and 
wavy departments. There was no fur- 
ther expectancy of dramatic develop- 
ments of battles or of new campaigns. 
The orders given Friday night for 
immediate cessation of hostilities 
brought all military' and naval move- 
ments to a lialt and it now remains 
to bring affairs bach to a peace basis. 

In tliis, however, the authorities 
were acting on the theory that tlie 
protocol of Friday was but the first 
itep towards peace, and that not un- 
til a final and lasting peace was se- 
cured could tliere be an entire return 
to a peace basis. 

This was particularly true as to the 
•navy deparement. In that branch it 
was accepted that permanent peace 
undoubtedly would be made, but yet 
instead of stripping our war sliips, re- 
distributing them into squadrons on a 
peace basis and returning tliem to 
their old channels, the naval autliori- 
ties acted on the principle that the 
present armistice inigiit end in a re- 
sumption of Viostilitie.s. For that rea- 
son the four battle ships and two ar- 
mored cruisers ordered north from 
West Indian waters are to undergo a 
complete overhauling, with a view to 
putting them in the pink of condition. 
For iuau\' months tlic\' have been in 
tropical waters; their bottoms are foul 
and their engines and machinery need 
careful overhauling. As soon as they 
reach New York all work at the navy 
yard will be subordinated to pusliing 
iJie complete overhauling of the battle 
ships and cruisers.

•est state of perfection. The complete 
return to a peace basis, the establish- 
ment of peace squadrons, etc., is a 
matter for the future. 

It is expected that the American oc- 
cupation of Manila will occur immedi- 
ately after the receipt b\* Adm. Dewey 
and Gen. ^Icrritt of the orders sent 
them Friday night. This may not be 
deferred b\' the lack of cable facilities, 
as the American occupation of Manila 
probablj' will result in the opening 
of direct cable communication 

between that city and the out- 
side world. The only difficulty thus 
far has been that the cable company 
would not recognize American control 
■of the cable so long as our forces were 
not in possession of the city. The or- 
ders sent Adm. Dewc}' are much more 
specific than those sent other naval 
commanders, as the occupation of 
Manila and the holding of the bay and 
iiarbor involved more important con- 
sideration than the mere cessation of 
hostilities. During the early hours of 
Saturda3' the war and navy depart- 
ments received no acknowledgments 
from tlie various naval and military 
commanders, but it was presumed 
that the orders suspending hostilities

Madiud, Aug. 13. — The question of 
the acceptance of the protocol having 
been finally settled and its signature 
explicitly and definitely authorized, 
the government is now considering 
the domestic situation for tlie best 
means of allaying the excitement and 
propagating the idea that Spain’s sur- 
render is not so complete as indicated 
by the bold terms of the protocol. As 
the first step in this direction a semi- 
official note has been issued. 

It is as follows: 

The government is of opinion that 
the most critical period of the peace 
negotiations has now arrived, as it de- 
pends upon the arrangement of de- 
tails as to whether the peace will he 
more or le.ss advantageous. Spain 
wishes to preserve her sovereignt3* over 
the wliole of the Philippines, to which 
she proposes to accord all political and 
administrative reforms consistent 
with the maintenance of her sover- 
eignty. 

“In regard to the evacuation of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, it will be asked 
that the armN* be allowed to depart 
honorabU* and that assurance he given 
guaranteeing that Spanish and for- 
eign interests will not suffer. The 
armv which has not been conqucreil 
will return to Spain with its gnus, 
arms and munition.s. 

In regard to the Cuban debt, as the 
United States refuses to assume it, 
Spain will endeavor to arrange with 
the Cuban treasuiy to pay it when the 
island is able. 

The question of a trcat3* of com- 
merce will lead to considerable discus- 
sion and the matter will be submitted 
to a commission of diplomatists under 
the presidenc3’ of Senor Castillo. 

The Liberal thinks the onU* brigiit 
feature of the peace treat3' is the im- 
mediate suspension of hostilities, “so 
that our unhappy soldiers will no 
longer have to die without knowing 
wherefore.’’ 

Continuing, the Liberal congratu- 
lates the countr}’ upon the fact that 
the war is ended, though Spanish rule 
in America is completel3* terminated, 
“We reserve the right to critici.se the 
■ protocol when freedom is restored to 
the press.” 

In conclusion the Idbcral sa\'s; 
“Those who pretend that tiie events of 
the last three 3'ear.s were simpl\’ acci- 
dent.s which do not affect Spanish his- 
tory are deceiving themselve.s.”

The ab- 
solute relinquiskraent by’ Spain 
of all sovereignty' o\’er the islands 
In the West Indies yvill allow only’ 
the property questions to be settled 
’oetyveen the governments, that is yvhat 
Spain shall take ayva3' aud yvhat shall 
remain as captures of yvar and tlie 
protection of Spanish subjects and 
tlieir property' in the' i.slands. The 
greater questions groyving out of the 
war as relating to Cuba and Porto Ri- 
co yvill have to Ik* dealt yvith b3' the 
United States alone. The fact that tlie 
Philippiues yvill present the 
difficult problem in tlie peace 
negotiations has caused the 
administration to give it a great deal 
of careful attention. Several sugges- 
tionshave lieen made as to yvhat shall 
be done, one being the retention of tlie 
Bay' City* and harbor of Manila, just 
yvhat the protocol gives temporariU', 
Another is that Subig bay’ and a suffi- 
cient amount of tt rritorv for a naval 
and crialiug station 'oc secui’ed and the 
b'Liilding up of an American city’ 
at that place begun. Still another 
idea, yy’hich is being considered 
is the retention of the Island of Luzon, 
the advocates of that plan helicviug 
that there would lie trouble betyveen 
the governments yvhich occupied a por- 
tion of the island yvith a line of de- 
marcation. suc’n as yvould exist in 
case Manila and the ba>’ onh’ yvas 
retained. The Island of Luzon is 
the largest of the group and 
contains about 3.000,000 people, yvhich 
are said to he the better class in the 
Philippines. It is believed, hoyvever, 
that the administration and the com- 
mission yvill be greatly' influenced b3’ 
the reports yvhich Adm. Dewey’ and 
Gen. Merritt yvill make on the subject. 
Their reports are expected before the 
commission meets. 

The final determination as to the 
government of Porto Rico and the set- 
tlement of the government of Cuba are 
problems for settlement, but the im- 
pression prevails that these islands will 
become quite rapidl3’ Americanized, 
and every' encouragement for them 
to do so yvill be given. Porto Rico yvill 
be under military- control for the pres- 
ent. Cu'oa also yvill be similiarl3’ gov- 
erned. but it is probable that Ameri- 
can reforms in the matter of gov- 
ernment yvill be such that the people 
of C’uba yvill see the advantage of 
becoming annexed to the United 
States. It is thought tl«‘ sanitar3'- im- 
provement of Havana and other cities, 
the management of the municipalities 
and liberalit3' offered tlie country- peo- 
ple yvill be of such a character as soon 
to convince the people that the changed 
conditions are for their good. 

There has been little doubt about 
soon settling the transfer of Porto 
Rico and the reception yvhich the 
American troops have received in that 
island is a justification for the belief. 
Porto Rico yvill be treated at once 
as an American possession. The 
first movement in this direction yvill 
be the sending of a delegation of

A Ta«lv Tlint HetinireM Hare Judtcrnent. 
to Say .Votliluy^ of Vearu of 
Kxperience. 

Perhsins r.ever before in the history 
cl Canada has there been such a de- 
mand for Stockers as during the last 
year. While American buyers have 
taken large numbers to consume their 
enormous corn crojis, Canadian farm- 
ers, as they are learning the art of 
pr«idueing cheap feed in the form of 
ensilage and the like, are, more than 
formerly, anxious to secure thrifty 
consumers of the same. In the last 
t ear or tuo, many have bought Stock- 
ers for the first time, ami some, at 
Teast, have learned lessons upon selec- 
tion of feeders that, while expensive 
at first, may prove profitable in the 
end. The great increase in dairying 
has led to the more general v.se of 
dairy-bred bulls, and from these hun-

dreds of steers have been raised, and | 
poorly raisetl at that. These in their 
recoml, third or fourlli year, when al- 
lowed a good grass run. may be easily 
taken by the novice as fairly good and 
profitable animals to buy, especially 
if secured at from 2% fo .'1 cents per 
jiound. Now, if such cattle are from 
beefy dams» says Farmers’ Ad\oeate. 
and have been well reared, they might 
return a j»rofil for labor and elieap 
food consumed; but in most eases the 
cairy cows that are bred are not of 
that sort and the result is to disgust 
the inexperienced steer feeder with 
trying to make money out of beef, or | 
else to show him the more glaring les- 
ton, that to try to do it with the wrong 
type of animal was the mistake. Frac- 
tical an<i experienced feeders, who 
bleed or purchase steers for fattening, 
observe striking differences in the 
aptitude of animals of varying types 
mid mako-up to lay on flesh readily 
and in such form and quality as to 
command the highest price on the 
XJiarket. 

Prof. Curtiss sjiys, in a recently is- 
med bulletin on “E.<scntials in lieef | 
Production:’’ “It requires a well- | 
trained eye to detect in all eases the 
possible variation of results in t.he 
store or stock steer; but there are 
some disrinetions that are easily de- 
tected. There are certain tyjies of 
cattle, far instance, that never feed 
piofitably under any conditions, and 
it is (juite as important to diserimina te 
against these in the feed lot as to be 
able to recognize the excellence in 
niher types. The aeeomjianying illus- 
trstion. Fig. 1. represents a yearling 
steer that combines practically all tlie 
qualities iliat go to make up a good 
leading steer.” While the actual feed- 
ing (pialities of a steer in thin condi- 
tion are more difficult to detect than 
ope in a better condition, still the bet- 
ter sort (to ()iiote Prof, ('nrtiss) “pre- 
sunts a bloeky frame ami stoutness of 
build, accompanied by short, straight 
legs, wide back and loin, well-sprung 
ribs, fullness back of shoulders and in 
Sank, prominent brisket, wide chest 
and well-rounded barrel, together 
with a good. soft, mellow-handling 
skin and fine silky hair, giving what is 
termed the thick, mossy coat, without 
rmirseness, and, withal, a good strong, 
vigorous head, clear, full eye, and 
quiet temperament.” Soft, mellow- 
wili the thrifty steer of beef form 
eoarseiiess in head, horn or any other 
part are desirable ehar;ieteristies. 
Cheap meal, a gre:iter jiereentage of 
offal, as well as a tendency to unthrift- 
iness. usually accompany coarseness 
and a hard-handling skin. Not only 
will tlie tlirifly steer of beet form 
make greater gains for the food eon- 
Minied, but he w ill sell for a much bet- 
ter price per hundred weiglit when fat. 
This is rt'adily understood when it is 
remember' tl that loin and rib roasts of 
prime quality retail for from 16 
to IS cents per pound, while flank and 
plate cuts sell for from two 1o four 
uents, and internal tallow for four 
cents p.‘r pound. It is not :i in:itler 
of prejudice against this or that breed 
or f\.pe. when an expert buyer offer.s 
ID/ii cents jier pound for one man's cat- 
tle, and 4Vi eerls for another lot of 
no greater welglit. as he values them 
strictly on their merits. The eontrol- 
iinc factor is the utility and inherent 
•\alne of the animal for the practical 
le?t of tlif butcher. So that if some 
of us have, perchance, remo<leled our 
stables with the idea of feeding steers, 
and after a w inter’s feeding are almost 
ready to proclaim that there is “no 
money in beef,” let us look into the 
cause an 1 see whether or not we have 
given the matter a fair trial in Ihe 
character of animals fed; and before 
gi.ing up, if it i» necessary to pur- 
cha 5e Stockers, may we select only 
those which have been well reared 
from thrifty, beef-form parentage, 
and in themselves possess the charac- 
t«rt*tica indicated In the cut. 



MANAGEMENT OF BEES. 

Anyone Mny Succeed Tvitli Them l»y 
Tuhiiiu AdvantiiKe 'of Their 

^ Weak PoiutM. 

Scarcely anyone 5s incapable of 
handling and controlling bees. It is 
simply a mistaken idea of some people 
tj;at bees have a special dislike for 
them and that only lertain individuals 
can handle bee.s. savs A. H. Duff in the 

* I 

Ki»itoniist. • It is only necessary- to 
know how to handle bees for anyone 
t,i succeed with them. 'To handle bees 
pr’operly it is not necessary to go to 
war with them, but absolutely wrong. 
If we should undertake to fight a col- 
ony of bees into subjection the fight 
would continue until tlie last bee of 
the hive was dead, providing we held 
out that long ourselves. 

Pees can only be handled success- 
fully by kind treatment and by study- 
iiig their habits and becoming well 
biformed of their nature and mode of 
doing things. Anyone may succeed 
with them by taking advantage of 
their weak points. Smoke is the con- 
trolling agent to be adopted in hand- 
ling bees. Py smoking bees tliet' be- 
come excited and will at once proceed 
to fill themselves with honey, and 
when thus filled are perfectly peace- 
able and will allow themselves to be 
.abused, robbed and even killed with 
out offering any resistance. The Cy- 
prian bees are the only ones I evei 
had that at times wouki resist smoke, 
and in order to handle them I have 
used sinipiy kind treatment and care 
fill manipulation and fully succeeded. 
If we but take the time we may handle 
any colony of bees without the aid 
of smol:e by careful manipulation if 
we get well acc|iiainted with their na- 
ture, and habits. 

If you are afraid of bees you w ill not 
get along with them very well, and the 
preater fear the less success you will 
have, Ihe fear of bee stings keeps 
many from engaging in bee culture. 
This reason to the practical apiarist 
appears very foolish indeed. Y ou may 
say that bees sting persons whetiier 
they are afraid of them or not. This 
may Vie tr le to some extent, but 1 am 
satisfied that fear causes almost 9C 
jier cent, of all stings received. Pees 
seem to dislike all rapid-moving ob- 
jcc'ts. You may walk slowly through 
the apiary and not a bee will molest 
you. but, cn the other hand, if you 
}iass rapidly among them some of the 
bees are likely to follow you, ancf 
hence yonr actions have much to do 
with it.

Gla.>,s Weaving. 

The key to the process of making 
glas.s curtains, in connection with knit 
material, cousi.sts in operating particu- 
lar needles of the machine at the right 
time and allowing others to remain idle, 
for which puri»ose a set of chain bars is 
used, so ai-raiiged as to render it possi- 
ble to command the different needles 
according to the needs of the process. 
A chain is made up of bars, links and 
balls, like those used on the loom for 
weaving cloth, and there is a lever at- 
tached to the shoulder of each needle 
and extending from the part where the 
goods circle the needles down to the 
first bar of the chain, the latter resting 
in bearings. On the turning of a crank 
connecting beveled gears motion is im- 
parted through the agency of an upright 
shaft to the chain cylinder, and every 
time the yarn is delivered to the needles 
a revolution is made, the chain bar cylin- 
der presenting a new bar to the levers 
of the needle.s, and whenever a ball on 
the bai’ contacts on the lever the needle 
to which it Itelongs is pushed forward 
and a mechanical device causes the 
needle to operate and form loops, thus 
knitting. There are, however, blanks 
on some of the bars, and when these 
blanks connect with the levers of the 
needles no movement is made. — Uphol- 
sterer. 

Plant Propa^tion. 

Some very curious processes for propa 
gatiou are practiced at the public gar- 
dens. One consists in cutting with a 
knife a ring around a branch of a plant 
One might imagine that the intention 
was to kill the branch, but such is by 
no means the object in view. The cut 
having been made, a piece of wet moss 
is wrapped and tied around the branch at 
that point. Beneath this protection the 
sap eludes from the wound, and little 
rootlets are developed- After a few days 
the branch is cut away from the parent 
stem, being then itself a complete plant, 
with roots, all ready to put in a pot. 
This plan is adopted with plants of slow 
growth, because one plant may thus be 
split up into half a dozen or more of 
good size, instead of waiting for a 
seedling or little slip to develop. — Wash- 
ington Star.
